pay our G.O. a mere 25c per term, 
the same amount paid in 1924. Be¬ 
cause we pay so little towards school 
expenditures, the G.O. is running a 
deficit of $550. Although 95-100% of 
our students join the G.O., it still 
loses money. There is no choice left 
for the student government but to do 
something which has been done by 
all high schools and most junior high 
schools in New York City. In other 
words, we must raise the G.O. dues 
to 50c. 

Mr. Maurice Beckenstein, faculty 
adviser to the G.O. notes that many 
of the non-paying such as: swina- 
ming, track, handball, and bowling 
teams (the sports that help to make 
you proud of Jeff) may have to be 
disbanded. Because of the fact that 
we owe the printers of the Liberty 
Bell and Jeffersonian $1500, we may 
have to cut down on the amoimt of 
•papers published each term. The 
Jeffersonian will be issued once a 
year instead of twice. 

G.O. president Hal Kestin, vic^ 
president Bill Orzen, secretary Bea¬ 
trice Schonhaut and assistant secre¬ 
tary Sue Solomon are doing all pos¬ 
sible to obtain this urgent increase. 
The G.O. Council has formed a com¬ 
mittee to debate upon and look into 
this issue. Included in this group are: 
Martin Efman, Lottie Beck, Marilyn 
Adler, Georgette Levine, Leslie Rose, 
Cecile Jean-Louis, Bill Orzen, and 
Beatrice Shonhaut.

Jjast May, it was with great regret 
that we received the news of the 
resignation of Mr. Jacob Drachler 
from his position as Faculty Adviser 
of the Liberty Bell. He will continue 
teaching in Jefferson. Mr. Milton 
Katz, is taking Mr. Drachler’s place. 

This will probably give Mr. Drach¬ 
ler more free time to pursue his most 
avid interest — art. He gets a great 
deal of satisfaction from creating his

After brief stays in Abraham Lin¬ 
coln and George Westinghouse Voca¬ 
tional, he was drafted into the army, 
during the Second World War. He 
served for three-and-a-half years 
after which he came to Jefferson 
where he has now taught for thirteen 
years. 

His stay at Jefferson has been most 
fruitful. He was adviser to the Jef¬ 
fersonian for five years before be¬ 
coming adviser of the “Bell.” “It has 
been a wonderful opportunity to work 
with talented youngsters,” Mr. 
Drachler said. 

It has been during his stay here 
at Jefferson that he began an intense 
interest in art; several of his paint¬ 
ings were on exhibition in Jefferson 
last year, along with work by other 
faculty members.

Hodesblatt Steps Down 
After 24 Years as Coaeh

After years of announcing his res¬ 
ignation, Mac Hodesblatt, coach of 
our basketball team for twenty four 
years, has made his decision final 
this time. 

Mr. Hodesblatt has spent thirty- 
three years coaching, eleven of them 
in a Catholic high school, and says he 
is ‘‘knocked out.” He should be, since 
he has produced more All-American 
basketball stars than any other high 
school coach in the country. Mr. Ho¬ 
desblatt is also the only coach ever to 
win City Championship titles in both 
the Catholic High School Athletic 
Association (in 1946) and the PSAL 
Championship, which Jefferson cop¬ 
ped in 1954. 

“Hodey’s” resignation caught every¬ 
one off guard, since it came before 
the season started. Some spirited Jef¬ 
fersonians petitioned him to recon¬ 
sider, but a very grateful ex-coach 
replied that that was impossible. His 
one regret is, to put it in his words, 
“I feel I’ve got a fine team this 
year!” 

It seems he’s had a fine teams be¬ 
fore, as he has coached greats like 
Tony Jackson, Harry Boykoff, Ber¬ 
nard Tiebout, David Gotkin, Boris 
Nachamkin, Nurlin Tarrant, and 
Harvey Salz. 

The coaching job was turned over 
to a very able Sam Beckman. He has 
already started working with the 
team, and if he can build up the nec¬ 
essary spirit that a team lacks when 
something they’re used to is gone, 
we’re on our way! Seven veterans 
are back. They are Jimmy Boatright, 
John Redwood, Ronald Smith, Shelly 
Jackson, Harvey Schneider, Dennis 
Fessler, and Mike Miller. Quite a 
few promising newcomers have ap¬ 
peared on the scene too. 

We know that the game of basket¬ 
ball will never leave Mac Hodesblatt’s 
heart completely, and he’s always be 
there, ready to help and cheer us on. 
His fine principles of good sports¬ 
manship cannot help but leave their 
mark, and Jefferson will go on fol¬ 
lowing these principles for a long 
time. We know that all of this has 
been said before, but never with 
more sincerity. We wish “Hodey” the 
best of luck in everything he does, 
and good luck to Mr. Beckman, upon 
whose shoulders is the responsibility 
of living up to a fine reputation.

Big Orange Rocks Frenchies

Before a huge throng of happy Jef¬ 
fersonians at Madison Field on Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 2, the Jefferson Eleven 
completely overwhelmed Lafayette in 
Jefferson’s first P.S.A.L. game of the 
season.

The game started with Jefferson 
kicking off. After a series of plays 
in which the Frenchies could do noth¬ 
ing against our solid line, they punt¬ 
ed. With Jeff on the 50 yard line, 
playing a double wing “T” farmation, 
Percy Thorne, our wingback, took the 
ball and carried for 50 yards and a 
touchdown. Fullback and Captain 
Larry Bernstein added two points 
by making the conversion. 

The second quarter was just under 
way when we did the trick again. 
This time, halfback Solomon Green 
galloped for 25 yards and an¬ 
other tally. Quarterback Mike Cohen 
passed to Arnie Cohen in the end 
zone making good the conversion. 
Later, in the same quarter, Solomon 
Green intercepted a Lafayette pass 
and returned it for ten yards. With 
the Orange going as they were, tak¬ 
ing advantage of everything, Lafa¬ 
yette just couldn’t contain them, and 
Jesse Febo on a later play of the 
same series found the room around 
end and flew for paydirt. The PAT 
was blocked, the half soon ended, and 
the Jefferson Tigers had a 22-0 lead. 

The third quarter found Lafayette 
kicking off to Jeff. Soon after receiv¬ 
ing, we entered the scoring column 
once more. Once more, Percy Thorne 
was given the pigskin, and again 
Percy Thorne took off, this time for 
70 yards worth and six more points. 
Larry Bernstein hit for the deuce, 
and we had another 8 points. Lafa¬ 
yette took the ball and after moving 
it to a first down on a Jeff penalty, 
was soon forced to punt. On one of 
the most exciting plays of the game, 
fleet Jesse Febo took the punt, ran 
85 yards down the sidelines, passed 
the Frenchies, passed the Orange, 
and brought his scoring total up to 
12, and ours up to 36. Larry Bern¬ 
stein, for the third time added 2 
more points and the score stood at 
38-0. 

Our last tally came in the fourth 
quarter with Larry (the Moose) 
Bernstein going 15 yards for a TD 
of his own.

The two backfields of Jefferson this 
year ought to make this season quite 
successful. Moe Finkelstein, who took 
the team from Rip Goldman at the 
close of last season has personally 
directed the “Go” and “Devastation” 
backfields which might, perhaps, make 
football history here at Jeff, and in 
the city as far as offensive ball goes. 

The “Go” or number one unit is 
made up of fullback and captain 
Larry (the Moose) Bernstein, quar¬ 
terback Mike Cohen, and halfbacks, 
Solomon Green and Percy Thorne. 

The “Devastation” or so-called 
second stringers is quarterbacked by 
Joe Abramowitz, fullbacked by Abe 
Gershbein, who is our number one 
kicker, and the halfbacks are Jesse 
Febo and Ronnie Berman.
